Why Is the Pacific Coast 
Defenseless? 


The policy of building and maintaining a strong navy is an in- 


telligible one, tut the policy of keeping the whole force of the navy 
concentrated at points lea^-t exposed to attack arid where there is 
least reason to apprehend attack, leaving the coasts most open to 
attack and aln ost directly menaced is not intelligible. Japan is tlu> 
only powerful nation that the L'nited States is having friction with. 
She is the only country apparently arming against 
us, the only 


country continually seeking pretexts for diplomatic controversy. 


We have a long stretch of coast fronting the 
Pacific that is 


open to attack, being defended only by detached fortifications 
at 


•widely separated points, and we own several groups of islands 
stretching almost to the Asiatic littoral. Here the United States is 
most vulnerable; here is our prospective enemy. 
The menace is 


directed here, almost openly. 


Yet the coasts and islands of the Pacific have been stripped en- 


tirely of naval protection at a moment 
when protection is most 


needed, and the President is appealing to the California I.egislature 
not to offend Japan in the unprotected state of the Pacific Coast. 


A few mouths ago we had a magnificent armada in the Pacific 


ocean; then Japan was all smiles, bous and professions of peace and 
amity. The moment the fi>ct steamed through flic Suez canal there 
was an hit-tan aneous change of tone and attitude. Japan immedi- 
ately became aggressive and importunate in her demands. She de- 
mands that the National (lovertiment restrain the States from leg- 
islating as they have a right to do under our constitution. 
The 


President is asked in an almost threatening manner to stop Congress' 
from enacting laws to restrict Japanese immigration. 


And the President meekly complies. The "B'g Stick" is to be 


regarded as exclusively a domestic utensil ; it must not be twirled 
to fight foreig icrs. Having taken away the protection'afforded by 
the fleet, the President pleads that we must not aggravate Japan in 
our defenseless state. 


But why .ire we defenseless? 
How comes it that there are no 


American war-hips to speak of at the very time when even the boys 
in the street understood the importance of the presence of a strong 
naval force in these isaters? 
While the President bawls at Con- 


gress to authorize the construction of four more immense battle- 
ships, he is concentrating the entire strength of th« navy between 
the shores of :he Chesapeake and Cape Cod, where sihore batteries 
line every headland where there is hint of danger. Why are our ships 
steaming awal- from the thundercloud and toward the havens of 
peace ? 


Wei! may we ask this question in view of the President's. 


trepidation ov:r the Japanese situation, and his apologetic, almost^ 
humble, attiUrle toward the Mikado's empire. We have been de- 
liberately left rxposed to the arms of Japan, and now our defenseless 
position is urg.ec! as an argument why we should humiliate oursclf 
'before the Jap inese. 


It is ccruuuly an extraordinary position that we are placed in. 


Under the cir>-um^tanecs the plea for more battleships sounds like 
a hollow mocker\. 
The coasts of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 


New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland and Virginia seem 
sufficiently 


•well guarded. They do no1, appear to be in imminent danger. 
Why 


build more ships to loaf nround Atlantic watering places? 
The 


policy of adding strength to needless strength and producing weak- 
ness where strength is most needed is not an appealing one to the 
Pacific Coast. We prefer the risk of offending Japan by keeping a 


jrmidahle fle:t in Pacific waters to the condition we are now in 
Hid the humi iatinns we arcv asked to submit to. 
Tf matters con- 


tinue in their present course we shall soon have a demand from 
Japan that we cea.->e to fly the American flag in the Pacific ocean. 


Vicious Game Law Amendments. 


Bills have been introduced at the present session of the Legis- 


lature fot the amendment of the game laws which show a desire on 
the part of tho sportsmen's clubs to make the game, fish, birds and 
animals more cxclusiseiy their property than they arc now. The 
Willis bill requires a licence to catch ti out or other game fish, and 
the Dcati bill ignores the constitutional right of every citizen to 
carry arms by ''creating the disputable presumption," as the Sacra- 
mento Bee puts it, "that t h e carrying of arms without a license in 
a game 'region is for the purpose of killing protected game," thus 
putting the burden of proof of innocence of any such purpose on the 
carriers of the gun. The whole trouble lies in the vicious statutory 
regulation that all persons carrying a gun for the slaughter of game 
,rnust pay an annual license, which places a statutory limitation on 
the ownership of game to those who pay a gun license, in direct con- 
travention of the decisions of the higher courts in the land which 
place the ownership of all wild game in the people at large. 


Our gam< lav.s have become more stringent and offensive than 


the British po idling laws ever were, and'we are beginning to got the 
t>ame kind of results, namclv, deadly conflict between hunters for wild 
game and tin game wardens and the slaughter of supposed trcs- 
'passers on private game preserves by game keepers. 
Two game 


wardens are now awaiting trial in one of the northern counties for 
the killing of a hunter who refused to submit to arrest for violating 
the gun law, and, through a miscarriage of justice, a game-keeper 
escaped convi:tion for the Claying of a youth in this county because 
he was supposed to be invading the property leased by a gun club. 
The game lau', as it exists, is a l - < > being enforced so that Indians, 
•whose right to slaughter deer at anv season of the year to provide 
for their necessities has been sustained b\ the courts, arc being ar- 
rested by the wardens and made the subjects of the law's penalties. 
When will a sane Legislature come into life which will revise the 
game laws on rational hues by establishing a reasonable closed sea- 
l-on, prohibiting the slaughter of game of any kind m the State and 
National parks and reserves, and removing all restrictions from the 
slaughtering <>f game elsewhere during the open season, so that all 
Ijhe people sh ill exercise equal rights over their common property? 
That is the kind of rc\ ision which the game laws now need, not the 
addition of new restrictions and an effort to close the streams of the 
State so tha. the organized sportsmen's clubs shall exercise a 
monopoly over them.

Sections of t i c Santa Ana vail'1}- in San Bernardino count}' 
are flooded ; mimorou= city and county bridges have been swept out 
bv the swollen strcan s; the survival of hydro-electric power plant.s 
is menaced; the traffic of i n f e r u r b a n traction lines has been tempo- 
rarily suspended and snow has gathered on the ranges, giving the 
citrus belt a cold chill 


During the past twenty-four hours conditions in Central and 


Northern California 1 a\ c undergone no improvement. 
The heavy 


rains of yesterday h a \ e sent another storm, clown the bed of the 
Sacramento river to i icrcase the el-anger of inundation to those isl- 
ands in the San Joaqi in delta whose levees, have so far resisted, the 
pressure of the flood. Much concern is felt for the safety oF the low- 
lands throughout the valley. 


In this county, the unprecedented volume of water rushing 


down the Livcrmorc \allev and Xiles canyon is gi\ing much trouble 
to the two railroads o< cup} mg i t . Some of the >ailroad bridges have 
been washed out and nuch damage is reported to culverts and road- 
beds.
